W hy do not the advocates of the 
free coinage of silver who are so fond 
of telling how free coinage will re­ 
duce one-half the capital of rich men, 
also state that it will, in the same pro­ 
portion, reduce the capital of the poor 
man ? The rich man, worth thousands, 
caa better afford to lose one-half his 
income than the poor man can one- 
half his wages. The rich man would 
only have to dispense with a few 
luxuries that he would be better for the 
dispensing, while the poor man, with 
only barely enough now to live in 
comfort, would starve if the value of 
his income was reduced one-half. 
And yet you 
do 0Qa without do­ 
ing the other. Is the pC°r man 
ing to starve himself and family J? 
take a few luxuries away from the 
rich? 
And yet this proposition is 
daily advanced by the advocates of 
free silver coinage. 


F our years ago Bro. Stivers of the 
Journal filled the columns 
of his 
paper with editorials, saymg that if 
the Democratic party and free trade 
were successful, wheat would 
be 
worth $1.50 to $2.00 a bushel as it 
ought to be and that the low prices 
were due to Republican protection. 
Republicans said the country was 
then prosperous, but if Democracy 
and free trade succeeded a panic and 
hard times would ensue and prices 
would be lower. Democracy won and 
Republican predictions proved true. 
Now the populistic portion of demo­ 
cracy, including the Jounal editor, 
declare it’s because wo do not have 
free coinage that prices are low, and 
Republicans and sound money people 
say that a worse panic aud wo te times 
well follow free coinage, andbeassued 
Republican predictions will prove as 
true as they did four years ago. The 
JournaPeditor lied then and he is 
equally false now. 


An audience completely filling the 
opera house listened attentively on 
Saturday evening last for over three 
hours to hear Hon. J. T. McCleary, 
of 31ankato, and Judge Page Morris, 
of Duluth, our next congressman, 
preach the doctrine of protection and 
sonnd money. There was no torch­ 
light procession, no marching olub or 
any other unusual demonstration to 
get the people out, but for all that 
the house was completely filled, and 
with but very few exceptions, all re­ 
mained until the end at half past 
eleven, so deeply interested were they 
iu the subject. 
It was expected that Congressman 
McCleary wouid make the principal 
speech, but he missed the noon train 
at St. Paul, and had to come to Sta­ 
ples on No. 1, and get down here on 
a freight, which he could not do un­ 
til ten o’clock, hence Judge 3Iorris 
occupied the time until that hour. 
Judge Morris is an able and con­ 
vincing speaker, and while he has 
not the wonderful eloquence of his 
opponent, he has justice and right on 
his side, whioh he presents with so 
much earnestness that he carries con­ 
viction. He referred to the situation 
as it existed two years ago and com­ 
pared it with to-day. How he stump­ 
ed the district then for Mr. Towoe, 
aud how he told the people then that 
it was but a preliminary skirmish for 
the great battle of this year. 
How 
Mr. Towne was elected and had 
scarcely been seated when he was 
captured body and soul by the pilver 
barons, aud had deserted to the ene­ 
my in the face of the great battle 
that they had told the people they 
were preparing for. He read extracts 
from 3Ir. Towue’s speech made on 
the same platform two years ago in 
accepting the Domination to show 
how absurd and foolish was Towne’s 
claim that the party had left him 
instead of his leaving the party. He 
then entered into a discussion of the 
merits of free coinage, and showed 
how it would reduce in value by one- 
half every dollar of money in circu­ 
lation other than gold, how it would 
cut in two the savings of laboring 
men m all savings institutions, such 
as savings banks, building and loan 
associations, trust companies and de­ 
posits in banks, how it would reduce 
by one-half the value of all life in­ 
surance policies, how it would rob 
the old soldier of one-half his pen­ 
sion money, and reduce the value of 
all wages, whether earned by the 
minister in the pulpit or the laboring 
man in the shops, on the farm, in the 
mill, or on the railroad in 
any 
capacity, or by the struggling and 
tired teacher in the school room, and, 
worst of all, would produce such 


Thi» Year’s State Fair. 
The Minnesota State Fair this year 
is to be a great Exposition of North­ 
western 
products and

It is now anticipated that the National 
Encampment of the G. A. R. at 
St. Paul, and the Knights of Pythias 
at 3Iinneapolie the week of the 
State Fair, August 3l8tto September 
5th, will attract at least two hundred 
thousand visitors to the twin cities, 
possibly more. 
The visitors do not 
come from adjacent states, but from 
all parts of the country owing to the 
rate of one cent a mile made by the 
railroads, with a thirty day limit, and 
without limitation as to purchaser.

State Fair, therefore, affords the 
Nothwest a great opportunity to do 
valuable work for the promotion of 
immigration. Realizing this, Oregon, 
Washington, Montana, Idaho, North 
and South Dakota, will send state 
exhibits of their products. Minnesota, 
spurred on by this friendly rivalry, is 
expected to make a greater showing 
than ever before, and many of the 
agricultural counties will make a 
county exhibit.

CONGRESSMAN MCCLEARY, 
by this time having arrived, Mr. 
Morris closed, and 3Ir. 3IcCleary, in a 
clear, simple, 
schoolmasterly, but 
very able and convincing fashion, ex­ 
plained to the audience what free 
coinage of silver meant. 
He traced 
the experience of the government 
from its birth to the present time in 
attempting to maintain 
the two 
standards and circulate both metals, 
aud showed how futile an effort it was 
aud always would be unless at a fixed 
ratio by international agreement, or 
by the unlimited coinage of one and 
the limited coinage of the other as at 
present practiced by the United 
States. 
The hour was so late that 
3Ir. McCleary could not 
explain 
everything as clearly as he liked, and 
as he usually does, but his speech was 
a most timely effort, for it settled the 
question for good in the minds of 
quite a few wbo did not understand 
the question, and who had been 
partially led to believe by the blantant 
free silver advocates that there was 
some merit in their scheme of public 
robbery. 31 r. 3IcCleary was most at 
tentively listened to throughout and 
was enthusiastically cheered as he ex­ 
posed the fallacies of the free silver 
advocates. 
There is no question but that the 
feeling for honest money and honesty 
in government finance is on the gain 
at present in this community, but no 
effort must be spared until all who 
are not blinded by partisan feeling or 
swayed by dishonest motives of sel:: 
advancement will see and feel the 
truth, and the result will be the 
crushing defeat of the foes of goo<3 
government and financial hoaesty 
next November. 


Republican are unanswerable and 
should be read by all Republicans. 
The reading will in no way dwarf 
their enthusiasm for the grand old 
party. The full text of Mr. Fitch’s 
speech is as follows: 
“Gentlemen of the convention: 
I thought that the seclusion that the 
upper gallery grants, combined with 
other circumstances, would exempt 
me from invitation to speak before this 
convention, but your repeated calls 
leave me no alternative consistent with 
courtesy but to answer them.

“I suppose no one will question my 
loug devotion to the cause of free 
silver coinage. 
Years ago, at the 
inception of the movement, I, as the 
vice-president of the national execu­ 
tive committee of the free silver 
convention, in connection with A- J. 
Warner, the president of the com­ 
mittee, traveled through the South 
and West preaching the doctrine 
of j bimetallism, and I have never 
since had occasion to change my 
views 
with respect to the great 
benefits that might result to this 
nation from the complete restoration 
of silver as a money metal; and yet 
there are other circumstances quite 
as influential which must be potent in 
determining my future action and 
the future action of many Republicans 
in this matter. 
“This morning a friend, who is a 
member of this convention, and who 
now honors me with his audience, said 
to me: “3Ir. Fitch, you have always 
been a pronounced advocate of the 
free coinage of silver; what will you 
do if the St. Louis convention adopts 
a plank favoring a single gold stand­ 
ard, and denouncing the free coinage 
of silver? 
I did not answer the 
question then, but with your per­ 
mission I will do so now. 
“I belong to the Republican party 
because its history is the history of 
the growth, the greatness and the free­ 
dom of this nation; because its pur­ 
poses are patriotic; because it is the 
friend of labor without being the foe 
of thrift; because it ie wise, because it 
is just, because its restoration to com­ 
plete power will rekindle the furnace 
and start the turbines, and fill the land 
with the music of contented aod well 
paid toil, and put bread into men's 
mouths and hope into their hearts. 
“I belong to the Republican party 
because it is the grandest political 
organization of freemen 
that the 
world has ever known; because under 
its wise guidance star after star has 
been added to our flag, ship after 
ship has been added to our fleets, 
factory after factory has been added 
to our resources, millions upon mil­ 
lions have been added to our wealth, 
city after city has been developed 
from our villages, and the land has 
been laced with network of iron rails, 
and furnace fires have illuminated the 
night, and the grand diapason of 
labor has been 
made to 
sound 
throughout the continent. 
“I belong to the Republican party 
because under its inspiration these 


shall be fouud still marching? Rather 
will I turn to the Republican goddess 
the same steadfast face that I bore 
when my locks, now whitening, were 
black as raven’s wing, and say to her 
as Ruth said to Naomi: 
Whither 
thou lodgeet, I will lodge; thy people 
shall be my people, and thy God my 
God; where tbou diest I will die, and 
there will I be bnried.* ” 


Gold None Too Good for Silver Kings. 
Many people undoubtedly think 
that the silver kings are honest iu 
their statements, that “silver is good 
enough for Americans.” 
From the 
fact that free silver would enable the 
silver mine owner to pay all their 
ereditor& and workmen for 53 cents 
on the dollar, most 
people would 
naturally suppose that they would be 
willing to accept silver themselves. 
Whenever these mine owners sell 
certificates of stock in their mines on 
time they make the purchaser give 
them a gold note. This ia the lavari- 
able custom. 
The following is the 
copy of a note given for the purchase 
of $500 worth of stock in a silver mine, 
and this copy 
was 
made 
from 
the original note, by a prominent 
St. Cloud attorney,—the names are 
merely left blank. Here is the note: 
Spokane, Wash., Jane 16,1894. 
$500- 
On March 1st, 1895, after date with­ 
out grace 1 promise to pay to the 
order o f--------------------------------Five 
hundred dollars, m gold ooin of the 
United States of America of the pres­ 
ent standard of value, with interest 
thereon in like gold ooin, at the rate 
of 12 per cent per annum from date, 
until paid, for value received. Inter­ 
est to be paid at maturity, and if not 
so paid the whole sum of both princi­ 
pal and interest to become immedi­ 
ately due aud collectable at the option 
of the holder of this note. 
And in case suit or action is insti­ 
tuted to collect this note, or any por­ 
tion thereof I promise aud agree to 
pay in addition to cost and disburse­ 
ments, provided by statute, fifty dol­ 
lars, in like gold coin for attorneys 
fees, in suit or actioo. 
This is the best evidence that the 
men who are paying for the manu­ 
facture of free silver sentiment do not 
propose to take fifty-cent dollars 
themselves, and the fact that they ac­ 
cept only gold notes is evidence that 
they believe that free silver would 
mean a depreciated currency. Silver 
would be “good enough for the work­ 
ing man and the farmers”, but the 
silver king will take his in gold.—S t 
Cloud Journal-Press.

At the 
commencement of the century the 
sheep shearings of Francis, duke of 
Bedford, and the great Coke, after­ 
wards earl of Leicester, were im portant 
rural gatherings, which were nttendi*d 
by agriculturists from all (>arts of the 
kingdom. 
Moreover, at this jieriod, 
at this iieriod and up to tlie middle of 
the present century, the sheep shear­ 
ing day on farm s in general was a red- 
letter one. Neighborhood farm ers vis­ 
ited one another on these occasions, 
and their sons did most of the work 
of the clipping. Regular feasts were 
provided and there was much merry­ 
making.

changed. Bands of itinerant ialiorers, 
well versed in the art of shearing, go 
from farm to farm and contract for 
the clipping at a tix«*d rate per score 
or jier hundred, and when tills is not 
done the shepherds and ordinary labor­ 
ers on tin* farm have to perform the 
work.

Cleveland, Aug. (5. -Shooting by sol­ 
diers aud rioters marked the opening 
of another day in the vicinity of the 
Brown Hoisting works.

morning two men stopped m front of 
Mrs. Lind's hoarding lions*, a few 
squares from the works, where a man 
named Gettner, who is employed at 
the works, hoards. 
The 
two men 
yelled for tne "scab” to come out. and 
then they began to throw stones at the 
house. 
Presently one of the men fired 
at the door, ihe bullet passing through 
the panel and entering the house. 
The noise attracted the attention of 
the militia, and a d« tachm eut of Com­ 
pany 1 men were ordered to the scene 
on tin double-quick. 
As the soldiers 
turned a neigliliorlng corner the two 
men started to run. The lieutenant in 
charge shouted “ H alt!” 
The pursued 
men paid no attention to the order, 
and the soldiers began firing -it them.

sum mentioned by a bank president 
who has been in the confidence of the 
speculators 
during 
their daring aud 
dazzling reign. 
According to this au­ 
thority Jam es II. Moore and William 
11. Moore, his brother, held together 
8 5 , K1,000 worth of Diamond 
Match 
stock. 
A portion of this amount was 
owned in fee before the speculative era 
in the stock began. 
Much, however, 
was bought at prices ranging between 
150 and 240. 
The Moore 
holdings 
were a m ajority of the total stock Is­ 
sued. It so happens, however, that the 
balance of the stock has be.*n held by 
a great many stockholders. 
Soon a f­ 
ter tin* stock began its wonderful aerial 
flight these minority stockholders be­ 
gan unloading, and each case the per­ 
sons who 
bought this 
purchaseable 
stiK-k were Jam es Moore and his broth­ 
er. 
Most of these purchases were not 
cash pun*has* 
but on account, some 
of them running thirty aud some six­ 
ty days. 
M argins of 5 jH*r ceut were 
given, and in this way at least $2,000.- 
0(H) worth of the stock 
was bought. 
Two banks 
in Connecticut, one in 
Bridgeport and the other in H artford, 
were the holders of the stock as tru s­ 
tees. 
As the s>Ofk fluctuated in value 
or the time limit for purchase expired 
more m argins laid to be deposited. In 
this way not less than 00 per cent on 
the par value of the stock was puid. 
All this the 
Moores 
paid without 
flinching, but, in the long run. the 
stock became, notw ithstanding its ex­ 
traordinary intrinsic value, a fright­ 
fully heavy load to carry.

ing m achine. In nothing that is out­ 
side tlie line of tlie revolutionary in­ 
ventions of the age has progress m ade 
sin'll strides as It has m m inistering to 
tin* com fort of 
those who dw ell iu 
cities. Tlie rented lions** of the lirst 
half of the century was larger than It 
has become, but it was a m ere em pty 
box, a fte r all usually It w as a part of 
a m onotonous row of such boxes. 
Now 
such dw ellings are tastefully designed, 
and an effort is m ade to give each an 
Individual d iam eter. 
W ithin they are 
illum inated hy great plate glass w in­ 
dows, decorated w ith a liberal finish 
of ornam ental linrilwood, fitted witli 
sanitary safeguards in tin* plum bing 
and ventilating fixtures, and com pleted 
by m odern Im provem ents of m any use 
fill kinds. 
In each is a 
house tele­
